PAUL NEUMANN ‘TALKS. 


He Thinks the Annexation Treaty Practically 
Defeated. 


Washington, February 26.—Paul 'Nete’ 


mann, the envoy of Queen Liliuokalani to 
Washington, ‘today expressed his confident 
conviction that the treaty of annexation 
made with the commissioners of the pro- 
visional government of Hawaii was prac- 
tically defeated. He said that the senate 
would be asked this week to appoint a 
committee to visit the islands and investi- 
gate the condition of affairs there, If this 
were done, he said, the senate and. the 
country would learn the conditions under 
which the people of Hawaii would almost 
ulanimously support the movement for 
the annexation of the islands, if then de 


termined that that was the best thing for. 


both countries.’ The present: treaty, Mr. 
Neumann said, gave the people of, Hawaii 
practically nothing, and the offer of the 
islands came from a body of men who had 
nothing to give. He asserted that the 
queen had not been deposed, but had sim- 
ply retired to her private residence in or- 
der to avoid a conflict with the United 
States troops. He asserted that Minister 
Stevens had been compelled to raise the 
United States flag over the government 
buildings in Honolulu to protect the pro- 
visional government from its own parti- 
sans. Having established the protectorate, 
however, Mr. Neumann said, Minister: Ste 
vens should have been amply supported by 
his government. Personally, he hoped the 
protedtorate would be maintained until 
the future course of the islands was set- 
tled. 


IN VOLUNTARY EXILE. 


An Army Officer Isolated in the Wilds of 
Idaho. 

Boise City, Idaho, February 26.—First 
Lieutenant Virgil Brumback, of the First 
infantry, United States army, has lost his 
reason and has isolated himself in the snowy 
wilds of Kootenai county, in northern Idaho. 
The young officer’s story is a remarkably sad 
one. He was appointed to the West Point 
Military academy from this state in 187% 
and he graduated in 1881. He was a bright 
student, but his classmates ever regarded 
him as peculiar. At Omaha a few weeks 
ago he had a trivial altercation with a fel- 
low-officer, which resulted in the trial by 
court-martial and a slight reprimand. Brum- 
back was deeply affected by the outcome of 
his heedlessness and: became restless and 
morose. e drew apart further and further 
from his ‘old companions and last summer 
he asked for a six-monthe’ leave of absence, 
which was granted. 

Instead of coming to Boise, where he has 
wealthy parents, the melancholy young 
officer went to the northern wilderness 
and constructed a rude dug-out in which, 
far beyond the pale of civilization, he has 
resided. few months ago Brumback 
forwarded to the war department his resig- 
nation from the army. It was accepted, but 
the military authorities, learning that the 
young. man was irresponsible, revoked the 
erder that..heagd. been made and ardered 
Breinback to appeur befare a retiring board: 
This the hapless . hermit. has failed. to <lo, 
and Gen Garlin, commanding ‘officer at 
Fort Sherman,’ will -propably: send: out a 
squad of men to bring him in.

He was 
one of the first to reach the wrecked. coach 
and begin the ,work of extricating the 
wounded, and it: was in the work that his 
hands were cut. He saved the life gf one 
young woman who was pinned un- 
ger the wreck, . With. the. . ar- 
teries of her wrists .. severed, 
she was pape bleeding to death, when 
Captain Belknap crawled‘to her and with 
some ordinary rubber ‘bands, which he 
had in his pocket, bound the wrists and 
stopped the flow .of blood. The surgeon, 
who arrived some timo afterward, sai 
that that alone saved her life. 

Captain Belknap is said to have rendered 
conspicuous service in directing the remodv- 
al of the weunded and hastening their re- 
lease from beneath the timbers. The roof 
of the car was raised with a jack, and 
Captain Belknap crawled under with a 
saw to release several people. He was 
too modest to talk much about the affai 
today, but the story of his exploits leak 
out, and he was the hero of the hour.

UPSETS THE ANT-FUSIONISTS’ PLANS 


And They Will Trot Out a Straight 
Out Democrat, 


‘AND CLAIM THEY CAN ELECT HIM, 


| To Contest the Election of Martin—Dixon’s 
Men in Montana Deserting Him—They 
Will Support Mantle, Republican. 


|. . Topeka, Kan., F®@bruary 26.—The anti- 
fusion republicans and‘ democrats are at sea 
over the sudden and unexpected withdrawal 


of B..P. Waggener.from the senatorial race. 


The plans were all laid to elect Waggener 
tomorrow or Tuesday, but since he withdrew 
without.even giving a word of warning or 


+ notification they feel very sore and do not 


conceal it. The democrats and republicans 
charge that Martin has made a deal with 
representatives of the Gould interests to 
secure Waggener’s withdrawal. Tonight a 
boom has been started for Colonel Rossing- 
ton, a stalwart democrat, for senator. Re- 
publican leaders say they can get four or 
five populist votes for him. This, with the 
solid republican strength, will elect. They 
also claim that the supreme court decision, 
knocking out the populist house, also knocks 
out Martin, and that if all the other acts of 
the alleged populist house are illegal Martin 
was not elected. Therefore, it will be easy 
to get several votes from the populists for 
a straight democrat on the ground that the 
other election was illegal. 

Telegrams were received here from Jead- 
ing democrats in Washington and New 
York saying that Rossington, if given thirty- 
three votes, would be seated. The populists 
have agreed to respect the supreme court 
decision and will march into the republican 
representative hall tomorrow afternoon and 
take their seats in the republican house. 

The Situation in Montana. i 

Helena, Mont., February 26.—There is 
great gloom in the Clark camp tonight over 
the apparently authentic report that three 
of the Dixon men will tomorrow vote for 
Mantle, republican, for senator. Populist 
Matthews is also said to be prepared to 
help break the deadlock by voting for Man- 
tle. With the full republican vote the four 
defections will be sufficient to elect Mantle. 
Two republicans, however, have so far re 
fused to vote for him, and an attempt to 
draw them out this evening failed. If they 
refuse to come into line tomorrow Mantle 
will have only thirty-five, one short of a ma- 
jority. 


THE CHANCELLOR WAS ABSENT 


While They Celebrated His Birthday Anni- 
. \ Serary—The Eaapever’s thers; kt. 

- Berlin, February 26.—Emperor William 
‘Was present at an official dinner given last 
hight by Dr. Von Boetticher. secretary of 
the imperial home office. and representa- 
tive of the chancellor.. The emperor led 
the conversation. which was devoted to 
the absorbing topic in political circles—the 
formation of the great agrarian party. 
Chuncelior Von Caprivi, the anniversary of 
whose birth it was;-~was the only minister 
who was not present at the banquet. ‘lhe 
emperor, in offering a toast to the absent 
chancellor, alluded to his sacriticing his 
personal feelings to the service of the state, 
and to his fidelity to his emperor in such 
terms as inspired the convicticn amoung 
his hearers that Chancellor. Von Cuaprivi 
will only be driven from office when the 
emperor shall heve been forced to succumb 
beforé un overwhelming defeat of the im- 
perial policy. Agrarian coalitions, whiie 
-atfecting.loyalist. reverence. for the emperor, 
practically demands a radical change in the 
Imperial policy. ‘I've strength of the agita- 
tion’ ied by the farmers’ league develops 
daily. Since the agrarian league formulat- 
ed its programme, every day h@s seen ad- 
ditions to it from kindred interests. The 
congress of German agriculturists and the 
peasant’s league, with 40,000 members of 
the financial and economic reform union 
and bimetallic associations have successive- 
ly announced their full agreement with the 
objects of -the agrarian league. The wire- 
pullers behind all these associations are the 
same, but as the stage chaliges different 
persons appear in the scene. The plot 
tends to one denoument, the overthrow of 
Von Caprivi, the protection of the agricul- 
tural interests and a return to bimetallism. 
Leaders of the coalition already feel power- 
ful enough to declare that nothing short of 
a. reversal of the whole policy of the gov- 
ernnient will content them .As the em- 
peror cannot be expected to assent to their 
demands, the party aims at the dissolution 
of the reichstag at the earliest possible 
day. Formidable in itself, the coalition is 
further fortified by union with the anti- 
Semitics. . 

The peasant’s league in agreeing to dis- 
solve and merge itself into the agrarian 
league passed a resolution declaring that 
agrarian interests must consolidate so as to 
present a bold and united fron to radical- 
ism, socialism and judicism. The resolu- 
tion found a hundred fold echo throughout 
the country. The Freisinnige press at 
first treated the movement with pretended 
‘contempt. The agitation is too obviously 
potent now to be discussed otherwise than 
seriously . t 

An election at Leigenitzi, a hitherto strong- 
hoéid of the Freisinnige party, giving at the 
last preceding election, only 150 votes to 
the anti-Semitic caw,Mates nearly result- 
ed on Tuesday last inaFreisinnige de- 
feat. 

Hertwig, an advocate, who was anti-Se- 
mitic candidate, received upwards of 5,000 
votes against 6, cast for 
the Freisinnige candidate. Hert- 
wig’s sole claim to Ba votes of elec- 
ors was that he wus insel for Rector 
Ahlwardt in the recent libel suit, brought 
against that noted anti-Semitic. He owed 
his heavy poll to conservative votes. A 
reballot is necessary and this will probably 
result in the return of the Ffeisinnige can- 
didate. Inthe meantime, the enormous 
decrease in anti-Semitic votes has dismayed 
the liberals who are regarding their chances 
as second in less hopeful districts.

A PRIMARY IN BELGIUM 


To Ascertain the People’s Views on the 
Suffrage Question. 


Brussels, February 26.—The referendum 
instituted by the liberal societies to learn 
the sentiment of the people on the suffrage 
question was taken ay. 4 throughout the 
kingdom. In this city there were forty- 
nine polling stations. As the referendum 
was entirely unofficial most of the stations 
were at cafes, cigar stores and newepaper 
offices. All the ss villages had poll- 
ing stations, so that as large a vote as pos- 
sible might be obtained inethe districts. De- 
spite the rain the streets;were thronged all 
day and the greatest enffiusiasm prevailed, 
and especially in the qu@rters occupied by 
the working men although there was no dis- 
order. In Brussels’ somg twenty-six thou- 
sand votes were cast.. A large majority

smaller cities and in the towns the major- 
ity for the Jansen proposal is still greater 
than here.

RECEIVED THE SCOTTISH PILGRIMS. 


The Pope’s Address to Them—A Gift from 
Emperor Francis Joseph. 


Rome, February 26.—The pope is much 
better of his cold and this morning said 
mass in his private chapel. He received 
Count Revertera-Salandra, Austrian em- 
bassador, who presented to him a letter of 
congratulation from Emperor Franz Jo- 
seph and several gifts, one of them an 
ivory crucifix ‘set with large diamonds. 
This afternoon the pope received the Scot- 
tish pilgrims and listened to a Latin address 
read in their behalf by Archbishop Mac- 
Donald. After the presentation of Peter’s 
pence, the pope expressed his gratitude 
briefly and Monsignor Merry Del Val read 
the formal address from the pope to the 
pilgrims. After being blessed by the pope 
the pilgrims withdrew. Cardinal Vaughan 
held a large reception at the English col- 
lege this evening. The most conspicuous 
pilgrims and Catholic residents of Rome 
were present. 


FIGHTING THE ARABS. 


Tippo Tib’s Son Defeated—Five Hundred 
Prisoners Taken. 

Brussels, February 26.—The office for 
affairs of the Congo State has received 
dispatches to the effect that Commander 
D. Hanis has defeated a horde of Arab 
slave traders under Tippo Tib’s son and 
has captured five hundred prisoners and 
six hundred rifles. The fight took place 
near Sefu on the Lomanni river. During 
a recent skirmish between the Europeans 
and the Arabs M. Lippens, formerly resi- 
dent of Kasongo and Lieutenant * de 
Bruyn were killed. Lieutenant Chaltin 
routed the Arabs at Yadumba and freed 
the slaves who were dying of starvation. 
Captain Jacques reports that the Arabs 
ate constantly importing the most im- 
proved firearms despite the restrictions 
in force against such trade, and appa- 
rently have resolved to make a desperate 
resistance to the operations of the anti- 


slavery people. 


Archbishop Croke’s Appeal. 

Dublin, February 26.—Archbishop Croke 
has appealed, through The Freeman’s Jour- 
nal, to the Irish factions to unite in the 
convention of March 8th and to consider in 
concert the home rule bill. The convention, 
he says, will be effective only if thoroughly 
national and consisting of all Irish members 
of Parliament who are home rulers, and dele- 
gates from the league, the federation and the 
patriotic societies. He redicules the proposal 
to hold a separate Parnellite conference on 
March 8th. 


Spain’s Precaution. 

Madrid, February 26.—The Spanish gov- 
ernment has ordered the inspection, quar- 
antining and fumigation ‘of persons andl 
goods coming over the frontier from 
France.

company. His suicide appears on the sur- 
face to be a mystery, but it is believed 
Simpson’s act has something to do with the 
recent defalcation in the city treasury.

,000 short, and committed suicide a few 
weeks ago. In some of his transactions a 
man named Yow, a former member of the 
police department, acted as a go-betwgen 
to secure money from the note shaver.

GRIST WALKER KILLED IN ALBANY. 


While the Cars Were Passing a Tank the 
Boy Was Locking in an Opposite Direc- 
tion—His Head Strikes the Tank. 


Albany, Ga., February 26.—(Special.)— 
A horrible accident occurred in this city 
this afternoon by which Grist Walker, an 
eleven-year-old dad, of Columbia, Ala., al- 
most instantly lost his life. Walker left 
his home in Columbia this morning for a 
pleasure trip to Smithville and was re 
turning home when killed. 

In the yard of the Central railroad in 
this place is a large water tank on the 
line of track leading out to Columbia. 
When the train on. which Walker was re- 
turning home was passing this tank Walk- 
er, who was a nephew of the conductor, 
was standing in the doorway of the bag- 
gage car looking towards the rear of the 
train. He was leaning considerably out 
of the car and as the train rolled leisurely 
by he was struck on the back of the head 
by the tank, the blow knocking out his 
brains and scattering them about in a 
horrible manner. He fell back in the car 
and the train was stopped before getting 
put of the city and a physician sent for, 
who pronounced the wound fatal and death 
only a question of a few minutes. The 
train again started for Columbia, but 
Walker was dead before the city limits 
were passed. 

Walker was the son of Colonel Charles 
Walker, a prominent citizen of Columbia 
and a nephew of Colonel Fred Grist, of 
Fort Gaines, for whom he is named. 
He was a bright but wayward lad, and 
his death is said to be the result of dis 
obedience to his parents, he having left 
home against their consent.

A Simple and Honest System Mr. J, H. Smith 
Thinks He Has. 

Editor Constitution—The minds of the peo 
ple, myself among them, is ‘‘muddiled,'’—so 
to speak—about our present financial system— 
Demonetization, free coinage, buying and 
colnuing silver, the Bland bill, the Sherman 
act, the tax on state banks, etc., etc.—ail 
these things are confusing. I do not under- 
stand them and have no desire to undersatnd 
them. 1 know there is a great deal of wrong 
mixed up with some or all of these measures, 
because correct principles are departed from 
in carrying them out. 

The true remedy is not to be found in re- 

ealing the Sherman act or passing Mr. 

8 bill, but in adopting fuir, simple, 
honest methods, leaving off all unjust and 
wrong practices whatever.

It should not rup a mercantile or brokerage 
business, and it is equally wrong to limit the 
coinage of silver to a certain amount, or to 
any extent whatever. 

The government should say what consti- 
tutes money. It should, for instance, say that 
silver and gold, when segally coined, is money 
and shall be legal tender in paymeut of a 
obligations. 

The constitution. gives congress the power to 
colin money aud regulate the value thereof, 
ajd this right should be exercised justly, in 
all good faith, so that its action will not give 
any class of our people an undue advantage 
over others. 

When congress shall say that legally coined 
silver and gold is money, and shall say how 
much*gold and héw much silver shall be in a 
coined dollar, only one more duty will remain 
for the government to..perform, which is to 
coin the silver and gold that is offered for 
coin the silver and the gold that is offered for 
coinage, without the slightest regard to the 
circulation. Let the people attend to this 
feature. 

And congress should be careful to establish 
a correct valuation of the money the govern- 
ment coins. It ought not to say that sixteen 
grains of gold or 412 1-2 grains of silver. shall 
constitute a dollar, unless the silver in the sil- 
ver dollar is worth as much in the world’s 
market as the oe in the gold dollar, and 
vice versa. Their value, rexpectively, should 
be carefuly ascertained and thus fixed: and 
then the coinage of both should be as free as 
some to mill. 

This will put our money on a fair, honest 
and solid basis; and it will be simple—free 
from any ‘‘muddle’ and complication; we 
will have “honest money,’’ and no complaint 
of unfairness or injustice will be heard from 
any honest man.

Money and cotton 
and wheat and pork could not be ‘cornered,’ 
and public robbers and unscrupulous gambling 
manipulators would find but little, if any 
field in which to operate im their line, an 
would turn their attention and energy to 
honest methods of earning a living. 

And there would be plenty of money, 
none too much. Then so man would raise the 
false cry that silver ig too plentiful and must 
be demonetized or a gteater number of grains 
of it must be put in a dollar. 

And plenty of men would be found willin 
to go into the business of banking. Hones 
men can always be found ready to go into a 
legitimate money-making business, if dishon- 
est men are not given superior chances to 
exercise their dishonest methods. It is not 
right to allow a man who calls himself a 
banker to issue $300,000 in paper ause he 
has $100,000 in coin, and use the coin and 
paper in his business, while denying a aimi- 
lar privilege to a merchant or a farmer, Such 
a privilege is not right under the circum- 
stances. 

Under this system we woul¢ have no wild 
cat banks, no unsafe bank bills. 

Let justice be done, Let us have honest 
money and honest banking. 

Let us wipe out our unfair and unjust 
methods and have free money. free banking. 
free trade and no unjust advantaces accorded 
to monopolists.

wo years are not too young. The time 
will come when by the faith of rents 
children will be born into this world, and 
born into the bosom of Christ at the same 
time. Soon we parents will have to go 
and leave our children. We fight their 
battles now, and we stand between them 
and harm, but our arm will after awhile 
get weak, and we cannot fight for them, 
and our. tongues will be palsied and we 
cannot speak for them.

ut we all need the protecting wing. 
If you had known when you entered new 
manhood or womanhood what was ahead 
of you, would you have dared to under- 
take life?

They have 
not attained that which they expected to 
attain. They have not had the physical 
and mental vigor they expected, or they 
have met with rebuffs which they did not 
anticipate. You are not at forty or fifty 
or sixty or seventy or eighty years of age 
where you thought you would be. I do 
not know any one except myself to whom 
life has been a happy surprise. I never 
expected anything, and so when anything 
came in the shape of human favor or com- 
fortable position or widening field of work, 
it was to me a surprise. I was told in the 
theological seminary by some of my fel- 
low students that I never would get any- 
body to hear me preach, unless I changed 
my style, so that when I found that some 
people did come to hear me, it was a happy 
surprise. But most people according to their 
own statement, have found life a disappoint- 
ment. Indeed we all need shelter from its 
tempest. About 3 o’clock on a hot August 
afternoon you have heard a rumble that 
you first took for a wagon crossing a bridge, 
but afterward there was a louder rumbling, 
and you said, why that is thunder! And 
sure enough the clouds were being convoked 
for a full diapason. A whole park of artille- 
ry went ‘ rolling down the heavens 
and the blinds of the win- 
dows in the sky were closed. But 
the sounds above were not more certain 
than the sounds beneath. The cattle came 
to the bars and moaned for them to be let 
down that they might come home to shelter 
and the fowl, whether dark Brab- 
ma or Hamburg or Leghorn or 
Dominick, began to call to 
its young, “Cluck!” “Cluck!” “Cluck?” oid 
take them under the wagon-house or skied, 
and had them all hid under the sofs feath- 
ers by the time that the first plash of rein 
struck the roof. So there are sudden temp- 
ests for our. souls, and oh! how dark it 
gets, and threatenin& clouds of bankruptcy 
or sickness or: persecution or bereavement 
gather and thicken and blacken, and sume 
run for shelter to a bank, but it is poor 
shelter, and others run to friendly advisers, 
and they fail to help, and others fly no- 
where simply because they know not where 
to go, and say rish in the blast, but 
others hear a divine call, saying: 
for all things are now ready.” 
spirit and the bride say come.”’ And whilé 
the heavens are thundering terror, the di- 
vine voice proffers mercy, and the soul 
comes under the brooding care of the Al- 
mighty “as a hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wing.” 

The wings of my text suggest waimth, 
and that is what most folks want. The 
fact is that this is a cold world, whether 
you take it literally or figuratively. We 
have a big fireplace, called the sun, and it 
has a very hot fire, and the stokers keep 
the coals well stirred up, but much of the 
year we cannot get near enough to this 
fireplace to get warmed. The world’s ex, 
tremities are cold all the time. Forget not 
that it is' colder at the south pole than at 
the north pole, and that thé Arctic is not 
so destructive as the Antarctic. Once in 
a ‘while the Arctic will let explorers come 
back, but the Antartic hardly ever. When 
at the south pole, a ship sails in the door 
of ice is almost sure ‘to be shut against its 
return. So fife to many millions of peo- 
ple at the south and many millions of peo- 
ple at the north is a prolonged shiver. But 
when I say that it is a cold world, I chiefly 
mean figuratively. If you want to know 
what is the meaning of the ordinary term 
of receiving the “cold shoulder,” get out 
of money and try to borrow. The con- 
versation may have been ‘almost tropical 
for luxuriance of thought and speech, but 
suggest your necessities and the ther- 
mometer drop to fifty degrees below zero, 
and in that which, till a moment before, 
had been a warm room. Take what is 
an unpopular position’ on some public 
question and see your friends fiy as chaff 
before a windmlil. As far as myself: is 
concerned, I have no word of complaint, 
but I look day by day 8 see na 
nitigs freezing out mien and women o 
nae se the world is not worthy. Now it 
takes after one and then after another, 
It becomes be. te ‘and de- 
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ull of sleet, the hen clucks ber 
chickens under her wings, and the warmth 
of her own bBréast puts warmth into the 
wet feathers and the chilled feet of the 
infant group of the barnyard, so Christ 
says to those sick and frosted and dis- 
gusted and frozen of the world, ‘‘Come in 
out of the March winds of the -vorld’s criti- 
cism, come in out of the sleet of the 
world’s assault, come in™ out of a world 
that does not under stand you and does 
not want to understand you; I will com- 
fort and I will soothe and I will be your 
warmth, ‘as a hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wing.’” Of, the warm heart 
0 is rea for all those to whom 
the world has given the cold shoulder. 
But notice that some one’ must take the 
storm for the chickens. Ah! the hen takes 
the storm. I have watched her under the 
elting rain. J have seen her in the pinch- 
ing frosts. Almost frozen to death, or al- 
most straugled in the waters, and what a 
fight she makes for the young under wing 
if a dog or a hawk or a rian come too near. 
And so the brooding Christ takes the storin 
for us. What flood of anguish and tears 
that did not dash upon his holy soul! What 
beak of torture did not pierce his vitals? 
What barking Cerebus of hell was not let 
out upon him from the kennels?

What He endureth, O who can tell 
To save our souls from death and hell. 


Yes, the hen took the storm for the chick- 
ens, and Christ takes the storm for us. 
Once the tempest rose so suddenly the hen 
could not get with her young back from 
the new ground to the barn, and there she 
is under the fence, half dead. And now 
the rain turns to snow, and it is an awful 
night, and in the morning the whiteness 
about the gills and the beak down in the 
mud show that the mother is dead, and 
the young ones come out and cannot under- 
stand why the mother does not scratch for 
them something to eat, and they walk 
over her wings, and call with their tiny 
voices, but there is no answering cluck. 
She took the storm for others and per- 
ished. Poor thing! Self-sacrificing, even 
unto death! And does it not make you 
think of him who endured all for us? So 
the wings under which we come for spirit- 
ual safety are blood-spattered wings, are 
night-shadowed wings, are _ tempest-torn 
wings. In the isle of Wight I saw the 
grave of Princess Elizabeth, who died while 
a prisoner at Carisbrook Castle, her finger 
on an open Bible and pointing to the words: 
“Come unto me all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” 
Oh, come under the wings! 

But now, the summer day is almost past, 
and the shadows of the house and bain 
and wagon shed have lengthened. The 
farmer, with scythe or hoe on shoulder, is 
returning from the fields. The oxen are 
unyoked, The horses are crunching the 
oats at the full bin. The air is bewitch- 
ed of honeysuckle and wildbriar. The 
milkman, pail in hand, is approaching the 
barnyard. ‘The fowls, keeping early hours, 
are collecting their young: ‘Cluck!’ 
“Cluck!” “Cluck!” and soon all the eyes 
of that feathered nursery are closed. The 
bachelors of the winged tribe have ascend- 
ed to their perch, but the hens, in a mother- 
hood, divinely appointed, take all the risk 
of a slumber on the ground, and all night 
long the wings will stay outspread and the 
little ones will not utter a sound. ‘Thus at 
sundown, loyingly, safely, completely, the 
hen broods her young. So, if we are the 
Lord’s the evening of our life will come. 
The heats of the day will have passed. 
There wi]l be shadows and we cannot see 
as far. ‘The work of life will be about end- 
ed. The hawks of temptation that hover- 
ed in the sky will have gone to the woods 
and folded their wings. Sweet silence will 
come down. The air will be redolent with 
the breath of whole arbors of promises 
sweeter than jessamine or evening 
primrose.

ut we all need the protecting wing. 
If you had known when you marae saath 
manhood or womanhood what was ahead 
of you, would you have dared to under- 
take life? How much you have been 
through! With most life has been a dis- 
appointment, they tell me so. They have 
not attained that which they expected to 
attain. They have not had the physical 
and mental vigor they expected, or they 
have met with rebuffs which they did not 
anticipate. You are not at forty or fifty 
or sixty or seventy or eighty years of age 
where you thought you would be. I do 
not know any one except myself to whom 
life has been a happy surprise. I never 
expected anything, and so when anything 
came in the shape of human favor or com- 
fortable position or widening field of work, 
it was to me a surprise. I was told in the 
theological seminary by some of my fel- 
low students that I never would get any- 
body to hear me preach, unless I changed 
my style, so that when I found that some 
people did come to hear me, it was a happy 
surprise. But most people according to their 
own statement, have found life a disappoint- 
ment. Indeed we all need shelter from its 
tempest. About 3 o’clock on a hot August 
afternoon you have heard a rumble that 
you first took for a wagon crossing a bridge, 
but afterward there was a louder rumbling, 
and you said, why that is thunder! And 
sure enough the clouds were being convoked 
for a fullgiapason. A whole park of artille- 
ry went rolling down the heavens 
and the blinds of the win- 
dows in the sky were closed. But 
the sounds above were not more certain 
than the sounds beneath. The cattle came 
to the bars and moaned for them to be let 
down that they might come home to shelter 
and the fowl, whether dark  Brab- 
ma or Hamburg Leghorn or 
Dominick, began to call to 
its young, “Cluck!” “Cluck!” “Cluck!” o1d 
take them under the wagon-house or sted, 
and had them all hid under the sofs feath- 
ers by the time that the first plash of rein 
struck the roof. So there are sudden temp- 
ests for our. souls, and oh! how dark it 
gets, and threatenin& clouds of bankruptcy 
or sickness or persecution or bereavement 
gather and thicken and blacken, and sume 
run for shelter to a bank, but it is poor 
shelter, and others run to friendly advisers, 
and they fail to help, and others fly no- 
where simply because they know not where 
to go, and they — in the blast, but 
others hear a divine call, saying: 

for all things are now ready.” 
spirit and the bride say come.” And whilté 
the heavens are thundering terror, the di- 
vine voice proffers mercy, and the soul 
comes under the brooding care of the Al- 
mighty ‘as a hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wing.” 

The wings of my text suggest we:mth, 
and that is what most folks want. The 
fact is that this is a cold world, whether 
you take it literally or figuratively: We 
have a big fireplace, called the sun, and it 
has a very hot fire, and the stokers keep 
the coals well stirred up, but much of the 
year we cannot get near enough to this 
fireplace to get warmed. The world’s ex. 
tremities are cold all the time. Forget not 
that it is' colder at the south pole than at 
the north pole, and that thé Arctic is not 
so destructive as the Antarctic. Once in 
a ‘while the Arctic will Jet explorers come 
back, but the Antartic hardly ever. When 
at the south pole, a ship sails in the door 
of ice is al t sure ‘to be shut against its 
return. So life to many millions of peo- 
ple at the south and many millions of peo- 
ple at the north is a prolonged shiver. But 
when I say that it is a cold world, I chiefly 
mean figuratively. If you want to know 
what is the meaning of the ordinary term 
of receiving the “cold shoulder,” get out 
of money and try to borrow. The con- 
versation may have been ‘almost. tropical 
for luxuriance of thought and speech, but 
siggest your necessities nd see the ther- 
mometer drop to fifty degrees below zero, 
and in that which, till a moment before, 
had been a warm room. Take what is 
an. unpopular position: on some public 
question and see your friends fly as chaff 
hefore a windmlil. As far.as myself is 
concerned, I have no word of complaint, 
but I look off day by day and see commu- 
nities freezing out men and women of 
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riled one slips off and tloats 
down. Give it the other end of the plank. 
Warmth of sympathy, warmth of kindly 
association, warmth ‘of genial surroundings. 
The world declines to give it, and in many 
cases has no power to give it, and here 
is where Christ comes in, and as on a 
cold day, the rain beating and the atmos- 
phere full of sleet, the hen clucks her 
chickens under her wings, and the warmth 
of her own bréast puts warmth into the 
wet feathers and the chilled feet of the 
infant group of the barnyard, so Christ 
says to those sick and frosted and dis- 
gusted and frozen of the world, ‘‘Come in 
out of the March winds of the -vorld’s criti- 
cism, come in out of the sleet of the 
world’s assault, come in™ out of a world 
that does not under stand you and does 
not want to understand you; I will com- 
fort and I will soothe and I will be your 
warmth, ‘is a hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wing.’” Of, the warm heart 
of God is rea for all those to whom 
the world has en the cold shoulder. 
But notice that some one must take the 
storm for the chickens. Ah! the hen takes 
the storm. I have watched her under the 
elting rain. I have seen her in the pinch- 
ing frosts. Almost frozen to death, or al- 
most straugled in the waters, and what a 
fight she makes for the young under wing 
if a dog or a hawk or a man come too near. 
And so the brooding Christ takes the storin 
for us. What flood of anguish and tears 
that did not dash upon his holy soul! What 
beak of torture did not pierce his vitals? 
What barking Cerebus of hell was not let 
out upon him from the kennels 


What He endureth, O who can tell 
To save our souls from death and hell. 


Yes, the hen took the storm for the chick- 
ens, and Christ takes the storm for us. 
Once the tempest rose so suddenly the hen 
could not get with her young back from 
the new ground to the barn, and there she 
is under the fence, half dead: And now 
the rain turns to snow, and it is an awful 
night, and in the morning the whiteness 
about the gills and the beak down in the 
mud show that the mother is dead, and 
the young ones come out and cannot under- 
stand why the mother does not scratch for 
them something to eat, and they walk 
over her wings, and call with their tiny 
voices, but there is no answering cluck. 
She took the storm for others and per- 
ished. Poor thing! Self-sacrificing, even 
unto death! And does it mot make you 
think of him who endured al] for us? So 
the wings under which we come for spirit- 
ual safety are blood-spattered wings, are 
night-shadowed wings, are _ tempest-torn 
wings. In the isle of Wight I saw the 
grave of Princess Elizabeth, who died while 
a prisoner at Carisbrook Castle, her finger 
on an open Bible and pointing to the words: 
“Come unto me all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” 
Oh, come under the wings! 

But now, the summer day is almost past, 
and the shadows of the house and bain 
and wagon shed have lengthened. The 
farmer, with scythe or hoe on shoulder, is 
returning from the fields. The oxen are 
unyoked, The horses are crunching the 
oats at the full bin. The air is bewitch- 
ed of honeysuckle and wildbriar. The 
milkman, pail in hand, is approaching the 
barnyard. The fowls, keeping early hours, 
are collecting their young: “Cluck!” 


we can to get them under the wing of 


“Cluck!” “Cluck!”’ and soon all the eyes 
of that feathered nursery are closed. The 
bachelors of the winged tribe have ascend- 
ed to their perch, but the hens, in a mother- 
hood, divinely appointed, take all the. risk 
of a slumber on the ground, and all night 
long the wings will stay outspread and the 
little ones will not utter a sound. ‘Thus at 
sundown, loyingly, safely, completely, the 
hen broods her young. So, if we are the 
Lord’s the evening of our life will come. 
The heats of the day will have passed. 
There will be shadows and we cannot see 
as far. The work of life will be about end- 
ed. The hawks of temptation that hover- 
ed in the sky will have gone to the woods 
and folded their wings. Sweet silence will 
come down. The air will be redolent with 
the breath of whole arbors of promises 
sweeter than jessamine or evening 
primrose. The air may be a lit- 
tle chill, but Christ will call us, and we 
will know the voice and heed the call, and 
we will come under the wings for the gight, 
the strong wings, the soft wings, the warm 
wings and without. fear and in full sense 
of safety and_then we will rest from sun- 
down to sunrise, “as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wing.” Dear me! How 
many souls the Lord hath thus brooded. 
Mothers after watching over sick cradies 
and then watching afterward over way- 
ward sons and daughters at last themselves 
taken care of by a motherly God. Business 
men, after lifetime struggling with the un- 
certainties of money markets and the change 
of tariffs and the underselling of men, who, 
because of their dishonesties, can afford to 
undersell, and years of disappointment and 
struggle, at last under wings where nothing 
can perturb them any more than a bird of 
prey, which is ten miles off, disturbs a chick 
at midnight brooded in a barnyard. 

My text has its strongest application for 
people who were born in a-country, wher- 
ever you may now live and that is the ma- 
jority of you. You cannot hear my text 
without having all the rustic scenes of the 
old farmhouse come back to you. Good old 
days they were. You knew nothing much 
of the world, for you had not seen the 
world. By law of association you cannot 
recall the brooding hen and her chickens 
without seeing also the barn and the hay- 
mow, and the wagon shed, and the house, 
and the room where ‘you played, and the 
fireside with the big back log before which 
you sat, and the neighbors, and the burial, 
and the ye ge | and the deep snowbanks, 
and hear the village bell that called you to 
worship, and seeing the horses which, af- 
ter pulling you to church, stood around the 
old clap ed meeting-house, and those 
who sat at either end of the church pew, 
and, indeed, all the scenes of your first four- 
teen years, and you think of what you were 
then and what you are now, and all these 
poneete are aroused by the sight of the 
old hencoop. Some of you had better go 
back and start again. In thought return 
to that place and hear the cluck, and see 
the outspread feathers, and come under the 
wing and make the Lord your portion and 
shelter and warmth, preparing for every- 
thing that may come and so avoid being 
classed among those described by the clos- 
ing words of my text, “as a hen gathereth 
her chickens under her wings, and ye 
would not.” Ah, that throws the respon- 
sibility upon us. “Ye would not.” Alas! 
for the “would-nots.” If the wandering 
broods of the farm heed not their moth- 
er’s call and risk the hawk and dare the 
freshet and expose themselves to the 
frost and storm, surely their calamities 
are not the mother’s fault. “Ye would 
*not. en a good man asked a young 
not. When a man asks a young 
woman who had abandoned her home and 
who was loring her wretchedness why 
she did not return, the reply was: “I dare 
not go home. My father. is so_ provoked, 
he would not receive me home.” “Then,” 
said the Christian man, “I wil] test this,” 
and he wrote. to the father And the reply 
came back, and in a letter marked outside 
“Tmmediate,” and inside saying: “Let 
her come at once; all is forgiven.” So 
God’s invitation for you is marked “Imme- 
diate” on the outside, and inside is written, 
“He will abundantly pardon.” Oh, ye wan- 
derers from God and happiness and home 
and heaven, come under the sheltering 
wing. Under this call I see you turning 
from your old way to the new way, the 
living way, the Gospel way.

Students of 
human nature will find this a very in- 
viting field for their researches. 


The Way to Look at It. 

Ex-Senator Blair, of New Hampshire, 
has been regarded as an extremist and a 
crank, on account of the persistency with 
which he has pushed his educational bill, 
but he is sometimes very conservative 
and just in his views of sectional ques- 
tions. 

Speaking of recent lynchings in the : 
south, Mr. Blair said, the other day: “We 
are all publicans and sinners alike. No 
section of the country has any special 
license to hold up its hands in horror at 
what another section does. Deplorable 
crimes occur in my own state, as well 
as down south.” 

This is the talk of a philosopher and a 
fair-minded man. There are skeletons in 
the closets of every section, wnd it is a 
regular pot-and-kettle business when 
different localities begin to show up each 
other’s criminal record. The truth is, 
crime is not bounded by geographical 
limits. The exceptional horror of a south- 
western frontier town finds its parallel 
occasionally in some New England Puritan 
village. The darkest currents of human 
nature may move sluggishly, and deeper 
than ever plummet sounded, but they 
girdle the habitable globe, and they are 
always in motion, requiring only the 
needed shook to stir them into destructive 
activity. 

We should never forget that the good 
people of every section regard lawless- 
ness as a curse. They are doing atl they 
can to suppress it, and, if their methods 
appear slow or unsatisfactory, we should 
bear in mind the fact that they may be 
struggling with obstacles which we at a 
distance neither see nor understand.

Company was robbed of a package con- 
taining $35,000, and Charles A. Hardin, 
a messenger in the employment of the 
company, Was suspected ef the theft. 
No conclusive evidence could be obtained 
against him, and, after his discharge, he 
sued the conipany for $25,000 damages. 
When the case was called, the other day, 
he was not present, and a search through 
the city failed to find him. His lawyers 
and friends were unable to explain his 
disappearance, and his flight was natural- 
ly regarded as strong proof of his guilt. 

Expert detectives have been looking 
into Hardin’s record for months, and 
their report is one of unusual interest. 
These detectives say that, as a rule, it is 
impossible for a man to completely blot 
out his past, but that is just what Hardin 
seems to have done. After diligent in- 
quiry, the officers haye been unable to 
ascertain what Hardin’s real name is, 
where he came from, or anything about 
his antecedents.. The man’s life is a per- 
fect blank, except during his few years 
residence in Louisville. The facts have 
been given the widest ‘publicity, and yet, 
among the 65,000,000 people of this 
country, not a single person comes to the 
front with a scrap of information con- 
cerning this man. Apparently, he came 
from nowhere, and has now vanished 
from the face of the earth. 

It is an exceptional case in detective 
annals. Generally, when the Pinkertons 
are employed to shadow a man and inves- 
tigate him, they succeed in tracing his 
career back to his cradle, but Hardin is 
enveloped in a fog too dense for the 
sharpest scrutiny to pénetrate. Whether | 
this is the result of his natural reticence 
or is due to extraordinary precautions, re- 
mains to be seen. 


- Chieago’s Great Problem. 

The friends of the world’s fair, in Chi- 
cago have come to the conclusion that 
it would be better to refund the $2,500,000 
donated by congress than to keey the 
money hampered by the condition that 
the exp9sition shall be closed on Sunday. 

Many outsiders do not understand the 
serious nature of this matter. They 
merely see in it a desire on one hand to 
desecrate the Sabbath, and on the other 
the authoritative declaration of the 
government that the day shall be properly 
observed from a Christian point of view. 

But there is something more involved 
in the issue. Chicago is a city notorious 
for its lawless and anarchist elements, 
and, during the fair, there will be hun- 
dreds of thousands of visitors. If the 
gates of the big sffow are closed on Sun- 
day, it is feared that these lIegions of 
idle people will rush into a carnival of 
drunkenness and disorder, and prove too 
unruly for police control. In the interests 
of peace and good morals, it is thought 
that it would be better to keep the expo- 
sition open so that there would be less 
temptation to plunge into riotous ex- 
cesses in the city. 

The country at large wants Chicago to 
observe the Sabbath, because such an 
example will check the growing tendency 
to profane it; but Chicago piteously re- 
plies that if she makes the effort it will 
result in an increased harvest of de- 
bauchery and crime. 

It strikes us that the managers of the 
fair should stand by their agreement, no 
matter what comes. They accepted the 
government’s money conditionally, and 
they should carry out the condition. At 
this late day, to refund the money and | 
violate the agreement would be acting in 
bad faith morally, although it might not 
be so considered technically. We need all 
the safeguards that can be thrown around 
the Lord’s day, and, if Chicago is afraid 
of her own people and the strangers 
among them, she should reform her 


in office whose integrity and nerve will 
give assurance of law and order.

In spite of fevers from which Chanler and 
Lieutenant Von Hohnel had suffered, it is 
gratifying to hear that they had lots of 
energy left and had added a new and im- 
portant feature to their undertaking. With 
seventy picked carriers they had started 
north from Hameye on the middle Tana for 
a five weeks’ tour.

DEATH OF AN OLD CITIZEN. 


Mr. Arthur B. Clarke Died Suddenly Yester- 
day Morning. 


Mr. Arthur B. Clark, one of the oldest 
and most respected citizens of Atlanta, 
was found dead in his bed yesterday. morn- 
ing at the residence of his son, Mr. Earnest 
Clarke, corner of Crew and Richardson 
streets. 

For several days he had been in very bad 
health and had frequently complained of 
a fluttering of the heart which he was not 
able to understand. This trouble, however, 
was not of any long duration and he re- 
garded it as a very elight affair. 

His greatest trouble was insomnia and for 
several days prior to his death he was un- 
able to obtain sufficient sleep. He com- 
plained of this fact to those in the house 
and several remedies were suggested ail 
a sh a were tried without any permanent 
reiiet. 

Last Saturday night at the usual hour 
he retired to bed. e seemed to be in his 
customary spirits and was to all appearances 
as well as he had ever been. 

Yesterday morning, however, when he 
failed to arise at the proper time, it was 
thought that he was perhaps too ill to 
leave his bed. Accordingly some one was 
sent to knock at the door and ascertain his 
real condition. ; 

The visit to his room was made and in 
response to a loud rap that was made on 
the door there was no reply given. This 
‘wag strange, as Mr. Clarke, who had al- 
ways been a light sleeper, could hardly be 
sleeping at that hour, when he had fre- 
pe eg complained that he could not sleep 
at all. 

An entry was made into the room and 
as soon as the door was opened a glance 
sufficed to show the truth of the situation. 
The old man was lying in his bed as white 
as the sheets that covered his body. He 
had passed from his insomnia into the deep 
sleep that knows no waking. 

The cause of the trouble, as stated by 
his physician, was heart failure. 

Mr. Clarke was one of the oldest resi- 
dents of this city. He came to America 
from Bath, England, in_1849 and_shortly 
in Georgia. He _ very 
soon found his way to Atlanta and has 
spent a great part of his life in this city, 
where he has been widely esteemed and to 
a certain degree successful. . 

During the war he was a gallant confed- 


‘erate soldier and served with signal ability 


throughout the struggle. As an expert 
bookkeeper he had few equals and no supe- 
riors in Atlanta. : 

His death will be a matter of universal 
regret and his funeral, a notice of which 
will be seen elsewhere, will no doubt be 
very largely attended. » :

Under the sod of Oakland cemetery, in 
one of the loveliest portions of that city of 
the dead, now sleep the victims of the dual 
tragedy of last week. 

Side by side, just as they had grown from 
infancy to womanhood, they were lowered 
into their last resting place by gentle hands. 
It was a sad and yet a beautiful sight that 
was tearfully observed by the sorrowing 
friends as they turned away from the twin 
mounds of earth, each covered with beau- 
tiful flowers, gathered into every conceiva- 
ble emblem. 

All day long at the Force homestead the 
sorrowing multitude came and went. Chil- 
dren on their way to Sabbath school, and 
older persons going to church, dropped in to 
look for a last time at the faces of those 
who in life they knew and loved. It was a 
sad picture, and one of the most painful of 
the many associated with the awful trag- 
edy—the grief of the friends who thus came 
to breathe a silent farewell over the cas- 
kets of the two Christian young ladies. 

One of them, Miss Minnie, was an earn- 
est worker in the cause of charity and 
other movements connected with St. Phil- 
ip’s church, while Miss Florence was a 
Sunday school teacher and an active la- 
borer in the Central Presbyterian. Their 
old associates in either of these two 
churches were nearly all at the house dur- 
ing the earlier part of the day, and many of 
them remained until the funeral services, 
which occurred in the afternoon. 

A Sad Funeral. 

Atlanta has seen, perhaps, a larger fu- 
neral than the one yesterday, but never a 
household that was crowded with a greater 
throng of people. Not only the parlors were 
crowded, but in the hall there was not an 
available inch after the exercises began. 
The front veranda, the steps leading up to 
it, the yard in front of the house, and all of 
the area in front of the Force residence 
was crowded with the multitude of persons 
who desired to witness the closing scenes in 
the fearful drama of last Saturday. 

At 3 o’clock promptly the solemn exer- 
cises began, and for nearly an hour the 
béautiful service continued. It was one of 
the sweetest funerals, in spite of the awful 
tragedy behind it, that was ever held in At- 
lanta. 

In the front parlor of the residence, cov- 
ered with snow-white wreaths, the two cas- 
kets presented a beautiful picture. Side by 
side, and parallel to the east and west sides 
of the room, they could be easily seen from 
the door, in which they were in full view. 
Among the predominating emblems in the 
heap of beautiful flowers that obscured the 
caskets, were anchors and gates ajar, and 
harps and crosses, all speaking 
in the silent language of 
beauty and telling of that sweeter country 
in which the flowers never fade. It was a 
sweet and tender sermon in itself and little 
of eulogy was needed in addition to the 
scene to remind the living of the virtues of 
the dead and that hope in which they died 
of a radiant and blessed immortality. 

Dr. Tupper, of St. Philip’s Episcopal 
church and Dr. G. B. Strickler, of the 
Central Presbyterian, conducted the solemn 
services. 

A select choir rendered an opening hymn 
of great beauty and one that brought the 
handkerchiefs to the eyes of nearly every 
one present as the sadly beautiful strains 
melted into the souls of those who heard it. 

After the introductory song by the choir 
Dr. Tupper, in his tender and musical voice, 
so well adapted to such an occasion, began 
that part of the ritual which begins, “I am 
the resurrection and the life.”’ 

This was followed by another selection 
from the fifteenth chapter of First Corin- 
thians, the favorite chapter for funeral 
obsequie ~* 

After the reading of this service the choir 
rendered t old familiar hymn: 


Jesus lover of my soul 
Let me to Thy bosom fly. 

Dr. Strickler, who had been the pastor of 
Miss Florence Force, then began in his 
pleasant and tender manner to speak of the 
consolation that was offered to the sorrow- 
ing hearts of those present, and especially 
to those avho were nearest and dearest to 
the sisters who were twins in death by refer- 
ence to the word of God. There was a 
balm in Gilead and a happy solace in the 
Christain assurance that they were beyond 
the sorrows of this life in a newer and 
brighter existence which God had prepared 
for the pure of the earth. 

The tenor of his remarks was that we 
should all so live that whether our careers 
were terminated by accident or otherwise 
it might be well with our souls and from 
the fever and sorrows of earth we could 
pas into the fullness of a blessed immor- 
tality. 

The remarks of Dr. Strickler were ten- 
derly beautiful and he spoke with a feeling 
that was born of many beautiful recollec- 
tions. There was not in the church of which 
he was pastor of a more consecrated and 
devoted worker than Miss Florence Force 
and the same could be said of Miss Minnie 
Force by her pastor, Dr. Tupper. 

Leaving the Home. 


Two hearses in front of the home were 
waiting to carry the bodies to the cemetery. 
It was a grim spectacle which they presented 
as they stood before the door, 
in their grim and awful silence seeming to 
be hungrily waiting for their prey. 

The pallbearers were the following gen- 
tlemen: Messrs. Winfield Woolf, J. L. 
Maud, E. B. King, Dr. J. C. Olmsted, 
John C. Whitner and H, S. Scott. 

These gentlemen were pallbearers for 
both of the young ladies. The first that 
was borne from the residence was Miss 
Minnie, and after her the body of Miss 
Florence was reverently put into the 
hearse. 

Then began the slow and painful journey 
to the city of the dead. The procession 
was a long one, extending for several 
blocks, and many were the curious by- 
standers, attarcted by the unusual sight 
of two hearses, who stopped along the 
streets to gaze at the sorrowful pageant. 

At the cemetery the exercises were ap- 
propriate and beautiful. Many who had 
not ridden in the carriages availed them- 
selves of the dummy, and went out to 
the cemetery on the cars. In consequence 
of this fact a large number of people had 
collected at the graves in advance of the 
procession, and when the carriages had 
contributed their reinforcement there was 
almost as many at the burial as there had 
been at the funeral. 

When the earth had been heaped over 
the mortal remains of these two lovable 
young ladies the friends who remained be- 
hind to discharge the last sweet office 
of ‘friendship, lovingly sprinkled the floral 
offerings upon the mounds.

Convicts as Road Builders.

The suggestions that the convicts in the 
state prisons make public roads has - been 
brought forward many times before. The 
work might be beneficial to the convicts and 
it would not be in competition with honest 
free labor. 

The work of convicts is expected to make 
them self-sustaining. If they are put at 
road making, who will pay for the roads they 
make? Or, suppose they merely prepare the 
material to put on roads, who wilt buy it 
and pay for it? 

To raise money by the general taxation to 
pay for convict-made roads might meet with 
objection. The tax would extend over the 
whole state, while the first roads to be built 
would be in a few counties. Who would de- 
termine these favored localities? And i not 
paid for by general taxation under a general 
road-improvement law how could their labor 
or its product be used on the roads? It would 
then depend on counties or towns voting to 
improve their roads and paying convicts to 
do the work. Would they do this in sufficient 
numbers to employ all the convicts?

A Cheerless Day in His Gloomy Room 
at the Jail. 


IS A MUCH CHANGED MAN, 


HE 


And Is by No Means the Care-Free Man 
He Once Appeared—Receivesa Few 
Visitors at the Jail.

The somber Sunday shed its dispiriting 
influence over the county jail, and the mis- 
erable prisoners gazed gloomily out of their 
narrow cell windows at the monotonous 
stretch of dreary clouds that hung above. 

The dull routine of jail life was gone 
through with. There were the two meals, 
served by big bodied moonshiners, the song 
and prayer service in the afternoon, and the 
locking in at night, which Jatter proceeding 
signalized the close of another day. 

To one prisoner all this was new, but 
there was no charm about the novelty. 
He heard the murmur of the loud-mouthed 
prisoners singing, the coarse laughter of 
rough prisoners, and the clank of the iron 
doors closing, and as the medly of sounds 
reached him he instinctively shrank into a 
corner of his cell and shuddered as he tried 


to shut out the sound. : ; 

The prisoner was Lewis Redwine, and all 
day long he occupied the upstairs room over 
the jail office, where Steve Ryan spent 
thirteen unhappy months. He never once 
left the room. During the day he sat read- 
ing or pacing the floor in an uneasy way. 

Four or five friends called on him in the 
morning, and remained for a short while. 
Redwine was in much better spirits appar- 
ently than he has been at any time since 
his arrest. He talked with his friends, but 
had little to say about the defaleation. It 
is a matter that he does not care to speak 
about, and his friends did not, of course, 
press the subject. His room is a little bet- 
ter furnished than when Steve Ryan lived 
there in what is considered regal style for 
a eis rparpock Still the room was but poorly 
supplied with furniture. 

= Me looked a great deal better yes- 
terday than he has a eared since he was 
surprised by suddenly being brought face to 
face with Patrolman Wimbish’s revolver. 

He has shaved off the stubby red beard of 
four or five days’ growth, which gave to his 
face a rather wild expression on the day he 
was locked up. His face was clean shaven, 
hig hair combed neatly and his general ap- 
pearance improved in every way. |. 

He wore a fresh collar. a stylish tie and 
a dark suit of clothes. But there were dark 
lines underneath his eyes that indicate the 
strain he has undergone. He is not. the 
Redwine of other days by no 2 means. The 
easy manner and frank look have gone for- 
ever. 

Redwine has some papers and late num- 

bers of magazines which he reads at leis- 
ure moments when friends are not with 
him. He passes all the time in his room, 
never leaving it for an instant. 
. Three windows, iron-barred, furnish light 
to the room. Two of them overlook Fraser 
street, and the noise and smoke from the 
passing dummies enter the room through 
them. The other window opens over the 
moonshiners’ quarters, and commands a 
view of Fair street. In the distance a view 
of bare trees and red hills may be seen-— 
the southern extremity of Grant park. A 
panorama of streets and cottages lies be- 
tween the distant view and the window. 
Yesterday groups of people congregated be- 
neath the window of Redwine’s cell, hop- 
ing to get a view of the man who had 
shaken Atlanta as she has rarely ever been 
shaken before, and whose misdoing has 
wrecked a bank. The prisoner fought shy 
of the window and the gaping crowd, and 
the waiting ones got, little reward for their 
pains. 

Redwine takes his meals from a restau- 
rant, refusing the jail fareg His father has 
not yet called on him. The young mar has 
said that he does not want his father to see 
him in prison. 

Sad thoughts must have come to the 
wretched prisoner as he sat in his cell yes- 
terday. A week before he was a free man 
without a shadow against him and he sat 
in a pew at one of the leading churches 
of the city listening to the Sabbath music 
and seeing the good people of the city at 
their Sabbath devotions. 

Now from the distance came the harmo- 
nious medly of a half-hundred church bells. 
Through his mind a pleasant picture flitted, 
leaving painful thoughts in its train. It 
was the picture of people who had no worry, 
guilt or cares going to church and free to 
go where they chose, just as he had been 
a week before. 

Jailers Corrigan and Mardis gave Red- 


wine every privilege, but he asks for noth- 


ing except privacy. He wants no one to 
be allowed jn his room except intimate 
friends and ‘he is not very anxious that 
friends shall call. : 

It is not known whether Redwine’s friends 
will fix bail for him or not. movement 
has been on foot since Saturday to get the 
young man wont, but what progress it has 
made is not known. It is said Redwine’'s 
going away has made even his friends cau- 
tious about signing bond for him. 

Stories of confessions made by Redwine 
telling all about the money are going the 
rounds, but there is little in them that can 
be traced to a reliable source. The truth 
it is said, will come out at the trial.

All the Way from Savannah to Atlanta. 
One Train Was Painted in Macon, 
the Other tin Savannah. 


The train which leaves Atlanta today was 
ted in the Central’s shops at Macon. 
The sister train which comes up from Sa- 
“wannah today wes painted in Savannah. 

A correspondent of The Constitution at 
Macon writes that the fame of “Nancy’s” 
beauty went abroad before the finishing 
touches were all on and many visitors call- 
ed at the shops to see the train of which 
they heard so much. Among the callers 
were many ladies. 

The painting is highly artistic and is cred- 
itable to Georgia. Blue, buff and gold are 
the colors selected. They were chosen by 
Mr. G. W. Lingo, foreman of the Central’s 
paint shop in Macon. The skillful blending 
and finish raises the work from ordinary 
coach painting to the work of artists. 

Beginning at the engine, the homely 
coweatcher is made pretty in blue with 
gold stripes down the bars; the headlight 
case is blue and gold and so are the drivers, 
sandbox, dome, bellframe and cab. The 
double cylinders are solid blue without gold. 
The tender is blue relieved by triple bands 
of gold and gold lettering. On each side of 
the tender is a blue cross on a cold silver 
field. This is a familiar coat of arms of 
the Central railroad and resembles very 
nearly a confederate flag. The iuside of 
the tender is buff colored. 

The rest of the train consists of a combin- 
ation mail and express car and two coaches 
in which the sam? harmonious blending 
of blue, buff and gold continues.

..race mare after whom the Nancy Hanks’ 
train is named and whose splendid burst 
of speed this train emulates to twice and 
better the distance. The Nancy Hanks 
thoroughbred was a record breaker, and the 
Nancy Hanks train promises also to be a 
record breaker. Although done in gold, a 
very difficult color to shade into a likeness, 
this vignette is nevertheless instantly recog- 
nized as a portrait of the mare, even to the 
iat t expression of her eye. On either 
side of the door are the monograms in gold, 

“C. of G.” The. sides of the cars bear in 
cold silver and blue the central coat of 
arms. 

The interior of the coaches is of po wo! 
artisticaliy grained to a Gne and pe 
imitation of antique natural oak. The oe 
boards, paneling and toilet woodwork were 
all done at the Macon shops under super- 
vision of Mr. W. H. Goodyear, master car 
builder. 

The coaches are lighted by Pinstch gas 
and are supplied with every modern railway 
convenience and luxury. 

And the practical beauty of 
all these beauties is that the Nancy will 
wash: By a skillful combination of secret 
chemicals with her paint, they are sure 
to remain fast colors under whatever scrub- 
bing and washing of train cleaners subject- 
ed. What other painted beauty of society 
can truly say the same?

There is talk of Hring- 
ing the matter up for settlement before 
Judge Speer, but as that gentleman expects 
to leave today for Washington to atten the 
inaugural, a strike may be precipitated be- 
fore his return. The arrival of Chief Ar- 
thur, of the brotherhood, is awaited with 
much concern. Perhaps his judgment and 
advice may solve the entire matter amica- 
bly and satisfactorily.

The East Tennessee and the Central of 
Georgia did not hesitate but a day. or two 
and promptly announced that they would go 
back to the old system. 

Colonel E. Stahlman, commissioner 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association, took up the matter and wired 
to the general managers, presidents and re- 
ceivers of all the roads entering Atlanta 
in regard to delaying free delivery. He 
telegraphed Major Thomas and asked him 
to defer the order for a month. After con- 
sidering the request for a day or two, Ma- 
jor Thomas replied that he would hold the 


| order up for a month so that a conference 


might be held. 

Some time during March, a meeting will 
probably be held and the contract signed 
last fall to abolish free delivery may be 
modified.
